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The  Influence  of  Music

USIC  is  the  Cinderella  of  arts  casually  observed,  in- 
cidentally admired,  but  g-enerally  treated  as  of  no 
serious  importance  in  the  presence  of  her  more  fav- 
ored sisters,  painting  and  poetry.  Music  is  the  uni- 
\ersal  language  speaking  tn  all  natimis  alike,  need- 
ing nil  interpreter  to  unfuld  her  melixly,  i>r  convey 
licr  iilcas  and  emotions. 

F"or  some  unknown  reason  music  exerts  a  wonderful  influence 
on  us.  She  makes  the  tears  trickle  d<.)wn  nur  cheeks,  but  we  cannot 
trace  iheir  snurce.  .^lie  arouses  cnurage  in  the  heart  of  man  and 
brings  the  tears  fnim  the  heart  of  woman.  Music  has  Ijeen  called 
the  medicine  of  the  breaking  heart  and  she  has  rightly  been  named, 
for  in,  our  saddest  hours  she  is  our  great  comfort — soothing  us  and 
caressing  us  in  her  own  sweet  way.  ^^'hen  grief  whuikIs  the  heart 
and  oppresses  the  mind,  music  cmnes  with  her  siher  sound  and  her 
golden  touch  and  banishes  all  nur  wcies.  We  \o\e  music  for  the 
buried  In  ipes,  the  garnered  memories,  the  tender  feelings  she  can  sum- 
mon at  a  touch.  She  recalls  the  past,  makes  us  feel  the  present  and 
foretells  the  future.  Music  is  the  rainbow  of  promise  translated  from 
seeing  into  hearing,  the  language  of  annthcr  world,  \\  hat  can  awak- 
en the  soul's  instinct,  what  can  convey  emotion,  what  can  ari.iuse  feel- 
ing in  the  heart  of  the  hearer,  as  can  music? 

( )ur  Ii\es  are  made  better  because  of  music.  We  are  lifted  far 
beyond  the  cares  of  e\ery-day  life  and  our  souls  are  washed  from  the 
dust  of  such  a  life.  We  are  lifteil  to  a  higher  realm  which  could 
ne\er  be  attained  \\ithout  the  aid  of  music.  The  whole  world  seems 
brighter  to  us.     .\i  the  touch  of  music  all  the  bonds  and  fetters  which 
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hold  us  are  Ijrdken  and  we  realize  the  freedom  of  the  soul,  and  a  con- 
fidence in  the  ])uri)oses  of  our  Creator  is  inspired. 

God  has  given  us  many  gifts,  but  the  fairest  and  most  glorious 
gift  of  all  is  music.  Buhver  has  said,  "Music,  once  admitted  to  the 
soul,  becomes  a  sort  of  spirit  that  never  dies.  It  wanders  perturbedly 
through  the  halls  and  galleries  of  memory  and  is  often  heard  again, 
distinct  and  living,  as  when  it  first  displaced  the  wavelets  of  the  air." 

Music  has  been  called  the  fourth  material  want  of  our  nature — 
first,  food;  then  raiment,  then  shelter,  then  music.  This  would  in- 
deed be  a  dreary  world  without  music  to  quicken  our  steps  and  make 
our  hearts  lighter. 

Ricard  has  said,  "It  is  in  learning  music  that  many  yiuithful  hearts 
learn  to  love."  Musical  history  reveals  many  happy  marriages:  e.  g., 
Robert  and  Clara  Schumann,  Kvard  and  Nina  Grieg,  Feli.x  and  Cecile 
Mendelssohn  and  many  nthers.  Musical  couijles  are,  in  fact,  \ery 
liappy  couples  when  they  ha\-e  in  them  the  traits  of  character  which 
luider  any  other  conditions  would  result  in  a  happy  marriage.  The 
music  has  \-ery  little  to  do  with  the  question,  except  that  it  gives 
the  "marriages"  a  common  intellectual  and  artistic  bond  whicli  may 
bring  a  kind  of  delight  unknown  to  couples  wdio  have  no  such  mutual 
interest. 

Music  in  the  home  brings  one  of  the  greatest  joys  of  life  to  every 
member  of  the  household.  The  father  will  stay  at  home  from  town 
any  night  ti  >  hear  his  little  daughter  play  or  sing.  It  draws  the  mem- 
Ijers  of  the  family  nearer  to  one  another  and  binds  them  together  b)' 
a  golden  chain  not  easily  broken.  It  murmurs  in  the  ear  of  the  child 
and  the  child  sleeps.  Its  tones  are  companions  of  his  dreams — they 
are  the  wurld  in  which  he  lives. 

A\'hen  we  know  we  are  nearing  the  end  of  life's  jnurney  nur 
thoughts  turn  to  God,  our  Father,  and  to  llea\-en.  Only  soft  strains, 
only  a  few  sweet  words,  but  could  Ave  think  of  a  sweeter  way  to  ex- 
press our  last  thoughts? 

AA'hcn  the  faint  hojie  was  gone  to  those  who  remained  on  the 
Titanic,  the  eight  musicians  lined  up  on  the  deck.  Then  solemnly 
and  quietly  the  leader  wa\-ed  his  staff,  hands  flew  to  instruments  and 
oxtr  the  ice  laden  water  floated  the  strains  of  one  oi  the  sweetest 
hymns   ever   written: 

"Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee ! 

Nearer  to  Thee ! 
E'en  though  it  be  a  cross 

That  raiseth  me. 
Still  all  my  song  shall  be 

Nearer,  my  God  to  Thee, 

Nearer  to  Thee." 

To  their  playing  more  than  fifteen  hundred  souls  passed  from  life. 
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^^'l^ose  heart  does  not  swell  with  pride  and  beat  faster  when  it 
hears  "America"'  or  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner"  [dayed?  \Miat  is  it 
that  arouses  our  soldiers  and  urges  them  t(j  the  front?  ^\'l■lat  is  it 
that  induces  them  to  leave  their  wives  and  children  and  those  they 
lo\-e?  ^^'hat  is  it  that  spurs  them  on  to  gi\'e  their  lives  for  their 
ciiuntry?  Tlxplain  it  as  we  may,  a  martial  strain  will  urge  a  man  to 
the  front  rank  of  battle  sooner  than  an  argument,  and  a  fine  anthem 
will  excite  his  devotion  more  certainly  than  a  logical  discourse. 

C'h,  friends,  respnmi  to  this  wonderful  art  (if  music,  with  its 
meaning  Sd  deej),  its  \()ice  so  melodious,  its  charm  so  soothing.

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NOT  merely  to  e.xist,  but  to  amnunt  ti>  .-^i  niiethiii}.;".  is  life.  .\t  no 
time  is  the  truth  nf  this  statement  miire  clearl_Y  shown  tlian 
in  the  [iresent  age  which  puts  into  practice  the  familiar  fpinta- 
tion  that  "No  man  liveth  unto  himself." 

The  choice  of  mere  existence  or  undaunted  ag"g"rcssi\-eness  is  left 
to  every  indi\idual  and  is  determined  only  by  his  character,  envirtju- 
ment,  and  training.  Aside  from  one's  own  character,  nothing  is  so 
great  a  factor  in  determining  his  future  as  his  training;  and  training 
builds  character  to  so  great  an  e.xtent  that  it  is  the  greatest  essential 
to  him  who  would  rise  in  the  world. 

Life  is  a  school,  but  to  find  a  more  concrete  example  of  training 
we  have  l)Ut  to  turn  hi  the  high  schools  and  colleges  of  our  land. 
Not  merelv  to  pass,  but  to  better  our  best  is  life  in  school.  The  num- 
ber of  pujiils  who  are  content  to  drift  along  with  no  fi.xed  aim  in 
school,  and  no  desire  for  improvement  is  in  later  life  a  boon  to  the 
great  army  of  those  who  merely  exist.  ( )n  the  other  hand,  those  who 
are  alive  and  awake  to  the  opportunities  offered  them  by  education 
receive  in  full  the  benefits  of  training  and  augment  the  growing  band 
of  those  who  amount  to  something. 

Tlie  age  is  past  when  men  can  achie\-e  greatness  without  educa- 
tion.    It  is  so  closely  wrajiped  up  in  the  intellectual   and  moral  |)ro- 
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gress  of  mankind  that  it  has  Ijecome  a  jiart  of  progress  and  a  stepping 
stone  to  success.  As  educational  advantages  increase,  so  must  each 
succeeding  generation  redouble  its  efforts  to  achieve  all  that  ojjpor- 
tunity  offers,  else  it  will  be  judged  a  failure.  There  is  no  longer  a 
com])arison  between 'nineteenth  century  achievement  and  twentieth 
century  o])pi:irtunity.  The  world  has  become  too  keen  in  its  esti- 
mate of  greatness  t(i  make  such  an  error.  One  hundred  years  ago 
greatness  was  accorded  in  proporti(in  to  the  extent  that  one's  achieve- 
ments measured  up  to  his  opportunity.  Now.  greatness  is  accorded 
in  precise  jiroportion  to  the  extent  that  one's  success  outweighs  the 
op])i  irtunities  of  his  time. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  mankind  have  greater  educational 
ad\antages  been  offered  to  a  greater  number.  In  the  words  of  Hux- 
ley, our  educational  system  is  like  a  "ladder  on  which  the  youth  who 
has  the  strength  may  climb  frcmi  the  gutter  into  the  uni\ersity."  It 
would  seem  then  that  educati(in  is  not  only  the  most  essential  thing 
to  success,  l)ut  alsii  the  easiest  path  to  reach  the  coveted  goal.  The 
world  has  come  to  realize  that  the  man  who  has  both  a  vocational  and 
a\-ocational  training,  and  who  makes  the  best  of  it,  is  the  man  of  the 
hour;  for  short-hour  legislation  would  pro\e  a  curse  instead  of  a 
blessing  if  the  time  not  de\'oted  to  rest  and  sleep  were  spent  in  dissi- 
pation an<l  an  unprofitable  manner.  Education  in  its  broadest  sense 
has  l)ecn  defined  as  "the  ])ower  which  enables  one  to  do  what  he  t.iught 
to  dii.  when  it  ought  to  1)e  done,  and  whether  he  wants  to  do  it  or  not." 
\N'e  all  ha\e  a  work  to  do,  and  we  must  do  it  if  we  comply  with  this 
test  of  education.  Therefore  let  us  "lay  aside  every  weight  and  the 
sin  \\-hich  doth  so  easily  beset  us  and  run  with  patience  the  race  which 
is  set  before  us"  and  we  are  sure  to  win  success. 

There  is  but  one  other  career  than  that  of  progress  and  that  is 
retrogression.  It  is  by  far  the  most  successful  career,  in  that  manv 
find  retrogression  more  to  their  liking  than  progression;  l)ut  it  is  in 
no  way  affiliated  with  life.  We  ;ire  all  endowed  with  the  right  to 
li\e.  liut  many  inipro\"e  so  few  of  life's  opportunities  that  their  career 
is  lillle  more  than  existence. 

-\  lolty  aim  in  life,  a  clear  concejition  of  right  and  wrong,  and  a  reso- 
luteness of  purpose  are  inducements  which  lure  humanity  to  the  goal 
marked  Success.  The  pathways  to  success  are  narrow  and  rough, 
but  he  who  climbs  safely  the  path  of  life,  however  humble  l)e  his  sta- 
tion or  unnoticed  his  mark  in  the  world,  has  the  satisfaction  of  claim- 
ing tor  imself  some  coveted  reward  and  of  having  lived  life  as  it 
should  be  li\-ed,  which  after  all  is  the  happier  way.

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Domestic'^  Science 


IN  the  choking  department  we  not  only  learn  Ikjw  to  prepare  the 
fnod  f(ir  the  table  so  that  it  both  looks  attractive  and  is  palatable, 
but  also  the  different  values  of  the  fund  through  \ariiius  methods 
of  preparation. 

The  class  has  taken  notes  in  ink  on,  cereals  in  general,  classifica- 
tion and  \alue  of  fruits,  the  classification  of  foods,  the  functions  of 
the  foodstuffs,  besides  the  recipes  and  general  directions. 

^^'e  have  made  experiments  with  baking  powder  and  soda,  after- 
wards writing  what  we  did  and  the  results  in  our  note-books. 

The  whys  and  wherefores  of  cooking  are  made  clear  to  us.  ^^'e 
ha\e  learned  what  the  baking  powder  does  to  the  cake,  that  to  make 
bread,  the  more  you  work  it  the  better  it  is,  but  the  less  v<iu  work  pie 
crust  the  better  it  is,  what  makes  the  jelly  jell,  why  baked  potatoes 
are  more  nutritious  than  boiled  potatoes,  and  so  on. 

E^•ery  day  we  are  supposed  to  practice,  neatness,  quickness,  econ- 
omy, and  accuracy.  We  nften  burn  our  fingers  and  singe  our  hair, 
and  often  fallen  cakes  and  burnt  pies  are  the  results  of  our  mistakes, 
but  we  learn  by  making  mistakes. 

Our  first  lessons  were  upon  different  ways  to  cook  potatoes,  then 
came  different  kinds  of  soups,  cereals,  muffins,  biscuits,  cakes  and 
pies,  and  lastly  bread.  Once  a  nmnth  comes  a  reckoning  day  in  which 
we  find  out  how  little  we  know  about  the  notes  which  we  have  put 
safely  away  in  our  note  books  instead  of  our  brains.  Then  too  there 
is  cleaning  day  which  all  good  housekeepers  must  observe  and  like- 
wise cooking  pupils.  On  these  days  we  thoroughly  clean  all  our  dish- 
es and  desks  and  set  things  neat  and  orderly  on  the  pantry  shelves. 

The  girls,  during  the  year  have  prepared  and  served  several  lunch- 
eons. The  first  was  given  to  members  of  the  higli  school  faculty. 
E\-erything  served  was  made  by  the  class  during  the  class  period.

The  h'reshmen  are  finishing  the  sewing  they  are  required  to  do 
an<I  are  spending  one  day  each  week  on  the  study  of  textiles.  The 
first  piece  require<l,  an  cnibrc  lidered  night-dress,  showed  the  talents 
'if  the  girls  fur  making  original  designs,  as  the  majority  made  their 
iiwn  fur  embn  lidering.  IJesides  the  other  things,  the  class  have  fin- 
ished a  negligee,  a  [jetticoat,  a  tailored  waist,  a  large  apron,  and  have 
made  a  ccirset  co\er  by  hand  to  send  to  California. 

In  the  textile  wurk.  the  girls  are  requireil  to  keep  a  note-book  of 
samples  and  they  ha\e  spent  many  aftermcums  searching  through  nld 
scrap-bags  in  the  attic  for  sami)les  of  batiste,  cambric,  linen  and  many 
iither  materials  for  their  note-lxioks. 

The  seciind  )ear  \\i  irk  has  l^een  especially  interesting  as  the  girls 
ha\e  been  allnwed  to  choose  their  dwn  jiieces,  and  it  is  surjirising  to 
see  the  great  \ariety.  Under-clothes  are  the  articles  most  commimly 
made  but  party  and  house  dresses,  street  skirts,  and  a  great  manv 
fancy  waists  niay  be  added  tn  the  list  nf  things  that  have  been  com-

AN  exhibit  of  the  work  done  in  the  Manual  Training  department 
I  if  this  sch(j(jl  has  been  sent  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition. 
It  consisted  of  cabinet  and  wood-turned  work.  The  woiid- 
turncd  wdrk  was  first  sent  to  the  Panama-California  exposition  at  San 
Diegci  and  later  to  San  Francisco. 

The  wood-turning  work  is  contained  in  a  frame  four  by  nine  feet. 
It  is  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  hung  from  a  wall,  so  it  will  not  escape 
the  n<itice  of  anyone.  The  frame  is  painted  white,  along  the  top  of 
which  are  the  gilt  letters  spelling  "Great  Falls,"  and  along  the  bot- 
ti  ni  "Montana."  The  work  is  well  arranged  and  ingeniously  fastened 
to  a  back-ground  <jf  green  burlap.  In  the  center  is  a  white  ring  within 
which  are  the  letters  "H.  S."  Spindles,  stocking  darners,  pin  trays, 
card  trays,  dumb-l)ells,  Indian  clul)s,  and  nut  bowls  make  up  the 
greater  part  of  the  display. 

The  cabinet  work  consisted  of  a  chair  and  talkie  and  was  sent 
direct  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition.  They  are  both  very  good 
pieces  (if  workmanship. 

Only  a  short  time  was  used  in  making  the  wood-turned  work, 
but  it  was  well  done.  The  exhi1)it  will  gi\e  those  who  attend  the  lair 
an  idea  of  what  this  school  is  capable  of  doing  and  will  add  greatly  to 
this  school's  display  there.

The  remainder  were  unable  to 
li\e  through  the  zeros  and  "dummheits"  and  so  have  fallen  by  the  way- 
side. Se\'eral  thought  that  "hubby"  would  be  kinder  to  them  than  the 
prison  wardens  on  whom  they  looked  with  fear  and  trembling  and  in 
accordance  escaped  in  spite  of  the  watchfulness  of  their  parents  and 
ti'rturers.  (  )f  this  class  are  Fern  Forrest,  Gladys  Robinson,  and  Edna 
lliihnquist.  \\'e  regret  to  say  that  three  of  our  number  have  died. 
Winifred  Stinchicomb,  Colonel  Everts,  and  Berkeley   I^argent.
